Remarks 

The Office Action mailed January 3, 2002 has been carefully reviewed and the following 
remarks are made in consequence thereof. 

Claims 1-12 are now pending in this application. Claims 1-12 stand rejected. Claims 13- 
1 5 have been withdrawn. 

The rejection of Claims 1-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barahia et al. in view of Newberg is respectfully traversed. 

Barahia et al. describe an auxiliary bearing assembly comprising a rotor shaft (4), a 
housing (5) ? and an auxiliary bearing shaft (3). The housing is substantially radially aligned with 
the rotor shaft and the auxiliary bearing shaft. The auxiliary bearing assembly is in electrical and 
mechanical contact with the auxiliary bearing shaft such that the rotor shaft and the auxiliary 
shaft rotate together by means including male stubs/female receptacles but also other connecting
